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KIDEWALK ORSTRUCTIONS.

Civll Justies Lynn Dispased to Treat OF
feading Merchants with Lenlty,

Bince the Lexow Committes recelved svidence
of street obstruction and alleged bLribery of the
police thers hina beent & strennous enforcement
of the ordinance against snch obetruction in
the lower partof the city. Hundreds of such
cases have been tried before Justica Wanhope
Lynnof the First District Court and hundreds
more are pending In hin conrt.  His district
s west of Broadway and below Spring street.

The ordinance providen that merchants may
use the sidewalks only within three fest of the
house lHne, and must remove all artioles beyond
wmich distance within a reasonable time, The
fine ia 88 and costa, which amount to §4.50, The
collection of thess fues s Imposed upon the
Corporation Attorney.

Justios Lynn disposed of more than 200 of
these cases last Friday, and more than 100 po-
Heemen had to spend a large part of the day In
his court walting for thelr cnsea to be reached.
Bo far tho Judge has (mposed fines in very few
canes,

When the case of Samuel B, Downe, who was
charged with having crates on the walk for three
hours, was called, Mr. Downa called attontion to
the modifieation of the old ordinance, about six
months sgo, by the Common Councll, and spoke
of his Instrumentality with other morchiants In
offecting the change by presenting the matter
before the Board. * We pleaded.” Lo sald, * for
Just what you suggest we should be allowed to
have; certain hours. say from midnight to 8
o'clock in the morning, during which we may
block the sidewalk, excepting a free pasaage for
pedestrians. The Common Council saw the jos-
tice of our position, but the City Improvement
Boclety opposed as, and the modifcation of the
ordinance as it now stands was the only outcome
of that meeting.”

Eoon after that hie felt
dizzy. He partially lost consclousness, Later—
hedoes not know how long It was—he found
himself In & scrap with Reanlon, who had a
knife ralned (n hia hand. The next that he knew
he was In the Chambers Bireot Hospltal,

Justice Ryan told Appo to make a complaint
agalnat Heardon, and Appo refused. Tho Jus-
tice then Inalsted peremptorily on his doing sa,
and he did so, Then Heardon was held in $1.600
ball to answer o Lhe charge of felonious assnult
and Appo wis paroled In the custody of Lawyer
Jerome, Lawyer Goffs assistant. Hoth cases

Appo had not Andshed with his sconsations,
